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UCB  robbed  at  gunpoint 


Employee  prays  for  robber 


Thief  forces  employee 
to  help  with  escape 

A  man  with  a  story  of  desperation 
walked  away  with  a  substantial 
amount  of  cash  at  United  Citi¬ 
zens  Bank  Monday  evening  after  holding 
two  bank  employees  at  gunpoint  and  forc¬ 
ing  one  to  leave  the  bank  with  him. 

The  thief,  wearing  blue  jeans,  a  plaid 
jacket  and  camouflage  hunting  cap,  en¬ 
tered  the  UCB  branch  at  1582  Camp- 
bellsville  Rd.  at  3:13  p.m.  Monday  and 
asked  a  teller  to  speak  to  a  loan  officer. 

He  went  into  the  office  of  loan  officer 
and  branch  manager  Mike  Curry  then  re¬ 
moved  a  semi-automatic  pistol,  held  it  in 
his  hand  as  he  laid  it  on  the  desk  pointing 
at  Curry,  then  told  Curry  he  wanted  a  spe¬ 
cific  amount  of  cash.  Police  would  not  dis¬ 
close  the  amount  of  cash  the  man 
demanded  or  the  amount  he  got  away 
with. 

“He  said,  T  hate  to  do  this  but  I  need  (a 
certain  amount  of  cash),”  Curry  said  the

When  an  armed  bank  robber  hit  United  Cit¬ 
izens  Bank  Monday  he  was  probably  surprised 
to  find  himself  holding  a  gun  on  two  bank  em¬ 
ployees  who  cared  about  his  problems  and  his 
soul. 

Bank  employee  Mike  Curry  said  the  thief 
said  he  hated  to  do  it  but  was  robbing  the  bank 
because  he  needed  the  money  for  his  family. 

“He  was  very  apologetic,”  Curry  said.  Curry 
tried  to  talk  the  man  out  of  his  plans  but  was 
not  successful. 

Bank  employee  Jean  Corbin  was  called  into 
Curry’s  office  and  told  what  was  going  on.  The 
robber  planned  for  Corbin  to  retrieve  the 
money  while  he  held  his  gun  on  Curry. 

Corbin  also  tried  to  convince  the  man  to  not 
follow  through  with  the  robbery. 

“She  said,  ‘You  don’t  need  to  do  this.  God 
can  help  you  through  your  problems,”’  Curry 
recalls. 

Corbin  and  Curry  are  now  laughing  about 
the  first  words  Corbin  said  when  she  realized 
what  the  man  was  planning. 

“It  was  just  the  first  thing  out  of  my  mouth- 
‘You  know  you  are  going  to  hell  for  this?”  she 


“He  said, 'Yes  ma’am 
that’s  all  good  but  I 
don't  have  anything  to 
live  for  and  I  need  this 
money.’” 

Bank  employee 
Jean  Corbin 


told  him. 

Curry  laughed  while  sharing  the  story  the 
day  following  the  robbery  and  added,  “When 
she  said  that  he  had  a  gun  pointed  at  me!” 

Corbin  was  being  very  serious  during  her 
conversation  with  the  robber,  however,  telling 
him  God  would  help  him  and  he  didn’t  have  to

School  test  scores 
embargoed 


K-Prep  testing  scores  have  been 
released  to  the  local  school  district 
but  will  not  be  available  to  the  pub¬ 
lic  until  November. 

Adair  County  High  School  prin¬ 
cipal  Troy  Young  said  at  the  site 
based  council  meeting  on  Monday 
that  the  test  scores  are  embargoed 
by  the  state  until  November.  The 
embargo  time  period  gives  school 
districts  the  chance  to  spot  any  dis¬ 
crepancies  in  the  scores,  he  said. 

In  a  press  release,  Adair  County 
School  District  Superintendent 
Alan  Reed  said  the  public  should 
be  prepared  for  a  big  change  in 
numbers  compared  to  last  year 
and  statewide  numbers  will  show  a 
marked  decline. 

The  K-Prep  testing  is  based  on  a 
100-point  scale  whereas  testing 
from  the  previous  year  was  based 
on  a  140  point  scale. 

“The  new  scores  will  range  from 
o  to  100  and  will  look  more  like  a 


grade  average  we  are  all  more  used 
to,”  Reed  said.  “It  think  it  will 
make  more  sense  to  the  public  and 
to  parents  as  our  teachers  and 
principals  attempt  to  explain 
school  performance  to  their  share¬ 
holders.” 

Along  with  the  reported  test 
scores,  each  school  will  be  ranked 
as  distinguished,  proficient  or 
needs  improvement.  Principals  in 
the  school  district  met  last  week  to 
reviews  the  scores.  Young  said  he 
would  be  able  to  discuss  the  scores 
with  faculty  and  staff,  but  the  pub¬ 
lic  wouldn’t  be  able  to  view  the 
scores  until  the  embargo  has  been 
lifted. 

According  to  Reed,  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Education  Terry  Holliday 
is  explaining  that  the  lower  scores 
will  be  legitimate.  However,  the 
Commissioner  is  saying  that 
schools  will  need  to  make  greater 
and  faster  progress  over  time.

rob  the  bank. 

“He  said,  ‘Yes  ma’am, 
that’s  all  good  but  I  don’t 
have  anything  to  live  for  and 
I  need  this  money.’” 

Corbin  told  the  man  she 
believed  he  needed  prayer 
and  he  allowed  her  to  pray 
for  him.  She  approached 
him  as  he  sat  in  a  chair  fac¬ 
ing  Curry  in  Curry’s  office 
and  laid  her  hand  on  him 
and  began  to  pray. 

“He  sat  right  there.  He 
never  said  a  word,”  she  said. 
She  told  the  man  he  could 
leave  the  bank  a  Christian 
man  if  he  would  believe  in 
Jesus  and  ask  for  forgive¬ 
ness  for  his  sins. 

While  the  robber  didn’t 
take  Corbin  up  on  the  offer 
of  salvation,  he  did  seem  to 
appreciate  her  words. 

“I  think  he  kind  of  en¬ 


joyed  it,  if  that  makes  sense, 
because  he  sat  there  and  lis¬ 
tened,”  Corbin  said. 

Curry  agreed.  “He  was 
emotional,  you  could  tell,” 
Curry  said.  The  man  went 
so  far  as  to  ask  for  the 
bank’s  address  in  case  he 
decided  later  to  return  the 
money.  Curry  gave  the  man 
his  business  card. 

Corbin  said  it  is  not  like 
her  to  walk  up  to  someone 
holding  a  gun  and  be  so 
bold. 

“It  just  had  to  be  the  Holy 
Spirit  come  up  on  me  and 
said,  ‘Witness  to  this  man,”’ 
she  said. 

While  Curry  and  Corbin 
showed  compassion  for  the 
man,  they  also  understood 
the  seriousness  of  the  situa¬ 
tion  and  handled  it  accord¬ 
ingly. 

“The  employees  that  were 
involved  did  a  magnificent 
job  making  sure  everybody 


was  kept  safe,”  Curry  said. 

Corbin  kept  calm  and  did 
what  she  was  told  to  retrieve 
the  money  in  hopes  that  the 
robbery  would  end  peace¬ 
fully.  She  and  Curry  were 
concerned  for  the  safety  of 
other  bank  employees  who 
had  no  idea  the  robbery  was 
going  on  until  it  was  over. 

Curry  said  he  has  looked 
back  at  the  event  to  see  if 
there  was  anything  that 
should  have  been  handled 
differently. 

“I  think  it  was  handled  the 
way  it  should  have  been 
handled  and  the  reason  I 
say  that  is  because  nobody 
was  hurt,”  he  said. 

While  Corbin  and  Curry 
were  kind  to  the  armed  rob¬ 
ber,  they  agree  on  how  they 
hope  this  story  ends. 

“I  hope  they  catch  him,” 
Corbin  said.

following  day  during  an  in¬ 
terview.  “He  said,  ‘I  don’t 
want  to  hurt  nobody  but  I 
will  start  shooting  if  it  gets 
loud.  Be  quiet.” 

On  the  robber’s  orders, 
bank  employee  Jean  Corbin 
was  called  into  the  office 
and  given  instructions  to  re¬ 
trieve  cash  from  the  vault. 

“He  told  me  when  I  went 
to  get  the  money  to  be  quiet, 
don’t  set  off  any  alarms,  no 
dye  packs.  No  funny  busi¬ 
ness,  ‘because  I’ll  start 
shooting  and  I  don’t  care 
where  I  start  and  I  don’t 
care  where  I  stop,”’  Corbin 
said. 

Corbin  did  as  she  was 
told. 

“When  she  brought  it 
back  he  made  me  pour  it  out 
to  see  that  it  didn’t  have  any 
dye  packs  in  it  or  anything,” 
Curry  said. 

They  rebagged  the  money 
and  the  robber  told  Curry 
that  Curry  was  going  with 
him  as  he  left  the  bank. 

“I  said,  ‘You  can  just  take 
my  truck,”’  Curry  recalled. 

The  robber  told  Corbin 
not  to  make  any  calls  or  pull 
any  alarms. 

“I  also  told  her  not  to  call 
(police)  until  she  heard  back 


from  me,”  Curry  said. 

Curry  and  the  gunman 
left  the  bank  and  the  gun¬ 
man  forced  Curry  to  drive 
his  truck,  heading  north. 

“We  drove  down  to  the 
other  side  of  Pablo’s  and  he 
made  me  pull  on  the  shoul¬ 
der  of  the  road,”  Curry  said. 

He  told  Curry  to  go 
around  the  back  of  the  vehi¬ 
cle  and  the  robber  also  went 
around  the  back  of  the  vehi¬ 
cle. 

“He  never  took  the  gun  off 
me,”  Curry  said. 

The  man  got  into  the  dri¬ 
ver’s  seat  and  headed  south. 
Curry  thought  the  truck 
turned  onto  Ky.  551  and  he 
quickly  called  911  from  his 
mobile  phone. 

The  truck  had  actually 
turned  into  the  parking  lot 
of  the  Dollar  General  Store, 
which  is  located  between 
the  bank  and  the  restaurant 
where  Curry  was  released. 

Unharmed,  Curry  headed 
back  to  the  bank. 

Meanwhile,  Corbin  locked 
up  the  bank  and  told  her  co¬ 
workers  what  was  going  on. 
She  called  the  bank  presi¬ 
dent  but  did  not  call  911  be¬ 
cause  she  was  afraid  for 
Curry’s  life. 

“That’s  when  I  lost  it, 
when  Mike  walked  out  that 


door  with  him,”  she  said.  “I 
don’t  think  he  wanted  to 
hurt  anybody,  but  I  think  he 
could’ve.  I  wasn’t  scared  of 
him  until  he  left  with  Mike. 
That’s  when  fear  set  in, 
when  he  left  with  Mike.” 

The  whole  incident,  from 
the  time  the  robber  entered 
the  bank  until  Curry  called 
911,  took  14  minutes. 

Police  quickly  arrived  on 
the  scene  and  discovered 
Curry’s  truck  at  the  Dollar 
Store.  A  photo  taken  from 
the  bank  video  has  been  re¬ 
leased  and  the  man  is  de¬ 
scribed  as  being  around  60 
years  old  and  weighing 
around  200  pounds.

“Maybe  we’ll  jump  out  of 
an  airplane,”  I  said,  as  we 
drove  down  Highway  15. 
Now  that  I’d  zip-lined,  I 
was  a  fitness  expert. 

“Maybe  we’ll  jump  rope 
instead,”  Chloe  suggested. 

“We’ll  know  soon,”  Dad 
said,  turning  onto  Tunnel 
Ridge  Road.  We  saw  a  man 
leaning  up  against  an  Army 
Jeep.

The  trail 
begins  at  Pickett  State  Park 
in  Tennessee  and  ends  near 
Morehead,  Kentucky. 
Sheltowee  Trace  is  named 
after  Daniel  Boone,  who 
was  given  the  name 
Sheltowee,  which  means 
Big  Turtle,  when  he  was 
adopted  as  the  son  of  Chief 
Blackfish,  the  great  warrior 
of  the  Shawnee  tribe.  The 
trail  was  dedicated  on  June 
23,  1979,  and  has  been 
used  for  different  recre¬ 
ations  ever  since.  Today, 
we’ll  ride  horses  through 
part  of  Sheltowee  Trace.” 

My  eyes  grew  to  the  size 


of  pancakes.  Pete  must 
have  noticed. 

“You  afraid  of  horses?” 
he  asked. 

“A  little.  The  last  time  I 
was  on  a  horse  I  fell  off,”  I 
explained. 

“We’ve  never  ridden  a 
horse,  Woody,”  Chloe  said 
as  my  family  looked  con¬ 
fused. 

“Don’t  you  remember 
when  I  was  riding  the  horse 
and  fell  off  and  got  a  goose 
egg  on  my  head?”  I  asked. 

“That  was  the  electric 
horse  at  the  grocery  store, 
silly,”  Chloe  said  as  every¬ 
one  in  the  group  laughed. 
Whatever  the  case,  it  hurt! 

“How  is  horseback  rid¬ 
ing  exercise?”  I  asked,  try¬ 
ing  to  change  the  subject. 

Pete  answered  as  we 
walked  to  the  stable.  “It’s  a 
great  cardiovascular  activi¬ 
ty.  You  can  burn  calories 
and  develop  arm  and  leg 
muscles.

Riding 
improves  balance,  posture 
and  clears  the  mind.” 

“You’ll  each  ride  your 
own  horse,”  Pete  told  us  as 
he  pulled  each  horse  from 
its  stall.  “Rule  one,  don’t 
stand  behind  the  horse,  or 
there’s  a  good  chance  you’ll 
be  kicked.  Rule  two,  stay 
calm  and  quiet.  Movement 
and  noise  can  spook  the 
horse  and  make  him  jump, 
buck  or  run.  And  you  must 
wear  a  helmet.” 

“Why  a  helmet?”  I  asked, 


confused  because  we 
weren’t  riding  a  motorcy¬ 
cle. 

“To  keep  you  safe  in  case 
you  fall  off,  though  I  don’t 
anticipate  that  happening,” 
Pete  said. 

I  was  learning  we  always 
had  to  have  safety  equip¬ 
ment  -  a  leash  for  walking, 
a  harness  for  zip-lining,  a 
helmet  for  horseback  rid¬ 
ing.  Once  Pete  had  each 
horse  groomed,  saddled 
and  ready,  he  said,  “Now 
I’ll  teach  you  how  to  mount 
-  or  get  on  -  the  horse.” 

We  watched  as  Pete 
demonstrated. 


Chloe  was  the  first  to 
mount  her  horse,  Butterfly. 
Although  Pete  had  to  give 
her  a  boost,  she  did  great. 
She  looked  like  a  real  cow¬ 
girl.  It  was  my  turn  next. 

Concentrating,  I  did 
exactly  like  Pete  said.  I 
almost  made  it  on  my 
horse,  Chester,  but  couldn’t 
get  my  leg  over.  I  tried 
again  and  almost  made  it. 
Then  I  hit  the  ground  again. 
I  went  up  and  down  so 
much  I  looked  like  a  yo-yo. 
Finally,  I  was  sitting  on  top 
of  Chester. 

“Good  job,  Woody,” 
everyone  said,  cheering,  the 


same  as  we  did  for  Chloe. 

As  we  rode  along  the  Red 
River  in  the  heart  of  the 
Daniel  Boone  National 
Forest,  Pete  pointed  out 
many  things.

Longitude  lines  run  North  to  South,  there  are  180  degrees  of  longitude  in  the  Eastern  hemisphere  and  180  degrees  in 
the  Western.  Each  degree  is  broken  up  into  60  minutes.  The  degrees  of  longitude  and  latitude  in  the  Northern  and 
Western  hemispheres  are  shown  on  the  map.
